Several years ago (jeorge H. Tatnmn 
in company with one or t wo other gen­ 
tlemen erected the elevator

W hile the mill was under the man­ 
agement of this firm they received 
large consignments of wheat fron» Hii- 
luth and other distant |M>ints whieh 
was shipped here on what was ealled a 
transit rate. 
When the wheat was 
ground into Hour it was then consigned 
to Its destination In f»»rei^in cities. 
Hent4in Harlior flour was shipiwd I«» 
Scotland and Kngland in largt; «|uanti- 
tles during these times and the mill 
did a protltable business. 


After a few years the eonipaiiy was 
dissolved and tin; mill was leased to 
Frank II. Platt for a |>eriod of two 
years. The mill was run by the new 
nutnagement for two years l»ut the busi­ 
ness was not such as to warrant a new 
lease, Mr. Platt findint; that thi* for­ 
eign m arket was such t hat it eould not 
receive his gmnls with any profit to tin- 
firm. 
lie <lid not renew the least* of 
the mill and it laid idle for uIhiui si.\ 
months when .1. H. (¡laves. W. ( ( 'ati- 
trell and Frank Craves l>ou(;ht the 
plant and rechristened it the I'ontuini“ 
millint; company. Tlie new eoinpany 
continued to turn otU the three ixjpii- 
lar brands of Hour. (Jold Laee. I'urity 
and Best Patent, w’hieh had fouml 
favor in every housewife's heart, not, 
alone in the twin eit ies but all over the 
country. 
This eompany was r\jnninii 
the mill until the St. .loseph N’alh'y 
railroad eoniiHUiy iKuight it lust week% 
an«l will cimfinue to ofMM-ate it for the 
next y»*ar at whieh tinu* possession will 
Im! given, 
jt is the <‘xpeetations of ( h r 
Fontaine milling company to ere c t an­ 
other building and jihu'e part of the 
maehinery in it. ea|>at>le «»f turning out 
7.') or UM) barrels of Hour every 21 liour." 
A mill turning out this amount would 
supply thi; home tra«le and could be 
operated at a mueh smaller expense. 


It is sineerely hope«l that this eity 
will not lose its mill as we have always 
had a t;rist mill, the first <»ne bein;: 
built here alNuit .'{.'I years agi» by .Murlii) 
(îreen. 
At that time wheat was m ore 
plentiful in this seetion than it is at 
present. 
It paid iK'tt^M* to raise wheat 
than it did small fruits. 
Tfiis mill, 
after standing,' for a |K-riod of three 
years, burm*d to the ^,n*ound. 
After 
this other mills w«*re started b\it after 
a business of a few years burn<>d.

The Story Told Is Doubtod as Fer- 


auaon's Watch and Valuables 
Were Not Missing.

Tho two gentlemen were 
waiting for Mr. Rounds and becoming 
Impatlont Mr. Ferguson volimtecred to 
go out on tho street and see If he could 
And him. Mr. Ferguson was walking 
down Sixth street and had 
nearly 
reached tho corner of Territorial when 
a man stop|iod up to him and Ittqulred 
the time. Ho started to take out his 
watch Whereupon the stranger hit him 
a powerful blow just below the left 
temple. T hat is tne hist Mr. Ferguson 
remembers of the affair until he re­ 
gained his scattered senses some lifteen 
minutes later and found himself in the 
basement of the new buildin)i. One of 
hU wrists was badly sprained and his 
head was still bleeding but his watch, 
money and other valuables were all 
safe. 
He found his way out «>f th«; 
building and got out on th«> street and 
was aMsisted to Dr. 'Putton's olllc«; an«l 
had his wounds dressed.

HOW THt FREIQHTERS ON 
THE 
PUIN3 OID THEIR COOKINQ. 


A Oentlcm»» Ont BaniliiB llnil an 0|I|mww 


tonitjr to 8e« How « riiiiniiniM l*r«!|iitred 
• Meal With Fu«l Which He Carried 
With Hint In Small C'hunk«. 


It VPBS in the days before the rail­ 
roads had beon pushed out through 
northwest Nebraska, and supplies were 
freighted into the torts and trading 
posts in big wagons, pnllcd sometimes 
by eight or ten yoko of oxen and some* 
times by one span of great mules. 


It was evening when we overtook the 
freighter. 
We went into camp within 
100 yards of where he stopped. It was 
siniost at the head of the Elkiiorn river, 
and the stream, where it flowed a few 
rods from our camp, was hardly* more 
than a yavd wide. The guide had told 
us at the start that we should strike 
(K)untry where we could find no wood, 
and wo hud brought along a small oil 
stove, with a tin oven and a big can of 
kerosena 
When I had watered onr 
horses and staked thetu out for the 
night, I wandered over to see the 
freighter. He had an enormous wagon, 
pnllcd by two giunt mules. He hud 
staked them out and was getting sup­ 
per. It was the first time I had ever 
seen it done by u plainsman and I staid 
to watch him. 


He was an old hand at freighting, 
and he knew just how many stops he 
would have to make where he could get 
no firewood. For each one he carried in 
his wagon, when ho started out of Nor­ 
folk, a piece of « byO pine timlx»r about 
eight inches long. Each piece represent­ 
ed tiie fire for one meal. Bo was split­ 
ting np one of them when I struck his 
cauip. 


“ ’D evenin, ” ho said, without look­ 
ing np from his work, *‘pros])eiitiu fur 
landK’ 


“ No, hnnting,” I replied. 
“ Oh, ” lie said, with un intonation 
that seemed to convey his feeling that 
he knew all about us. 


Ho had split tiie piece of pine into 
little sticks. He gathered a handful of 
dry grass and wadded it up into a ball. 
Then lie beat down the tall grass and 
cleared a little spot where ho could 
make his fire. In the iiiid<lle of it he 
put the ball of grans^ and over it hu 
piled eight or ten little sticks of pine. 
It was ready for the match. i'Vom a box 
at the end of his wagon ho brought out 
u long handled steel frying pan, acotfee- 
pot and a tin can that looked iis if it 
had once held tw’o pounds of tiiniatmis 
or pie applea Then hu brought out a 
wooden Iraxniid set it on the ground. It 
held part of his supplies and served as a 
tabla Out of it ho ttM>k some Hour and 
bacon and a little tin can of cotTee. lie 
got amill ^utof the box and ground his 
coffee. He was very particular atsiut his 
coffee, ho said tome, half apologetically. 
He couldn’t endure the ready ground 
stuff. When lie had got that done, ho 
sliced his bttcon. Then hu got a sheet of 
tin out of the wagon and stood it up be­ 
hind the little pile of sticks, It heli>ed 
to concentrate the heat by acting as a 
reflector. 


He put the cofTee in the pot, jKiurcd 
in some water from the bucketful ho 
had bronght from the river, and set it 
down beside the pile of sticks. Then hu 
arranged the slices of bacon in the fry­ 
ing pan and settled it on top of the pile 
of sticks. Then he lit his tire. In a min­ 
ute it w’as bla/.ing np merrily, and the 
bacon was sizzling in the pan. He pour­ 
ed some flour into the tomato can. 
dum|M‘d in a pinch of suit and some bak­ 
ing iHiwder and stirred it all up vigor­ 
ously with tt spoon. Oooasionally ho 
stoppfid stirring to turn the bu(!un. Pri*s- 
ontly the bacon was dune. 
Be liHlietl it 
out into a tin pie pun with a fork, and 
into the hot grease he ¡Mmred tlui mix­ 
ture of flour aiul other things from tiiu 
tomato can. That was going to be "bull- 
whacker's bread,” or “serugene.” 


An ftoon as he ttsik the frying pan off 
the fire he put the cotTeeisit on. and 
when the thick, stiff dough was nicely 
smoothed out in the frying pan he prop- 
pe«l it np in front of tlu< tire, witere the 
reflector would do its best work. Then 
out of the wag<m he hauled a jug of 
sorghum. Three or four more little 
sticks of pine were deftly arranged un­ 
der the colTe4'iK>t, and liy that time the 
bread hud begun to brown in the pan. 
Be took the pan by the tuid of the long 
iiandle and gave it a quick sidewise 
twist and a little forward jerk. The 
mass of half baked dough slid out of the 
pan and flew up iubi tlie air. it turneil 
bottom side up, and he caught it as 
deftly as any French cook catching pan­ 
cakes, tutd propited the unbaked side up 
against the fire. By the time it had 
baked the coffee was boiling, and the 
meal was ready. He drank the coffee, 
strong and black, out of a tin eup and 
used sorghum for sweetening, liutter 
and lard he despised. Bis sorghum took 
the place of the one and the bacon 
gretkse s(*rved us substitute for the other. 


When he took the eoff'eepot off the 
fire, he put on a little can of water that 
stewed and simmered and presently 
boiled over the embers. That was his 
dishwater. Ho had to have it hot to take 
the bacon grease out of his pans. And 
when it was all done, there wore three 
or four of the little pine sticks still left. 


I asked hiiu if he did not want p<jta- 
toes. Yes, ho said, and he hud them, 
but only when firewotsi was plenty. It 
took too long and too much wood to 
cook {lotjitoi^s. and he couldn’t do it 
when he had to de))eud on one pine 
stick to C4}ok his meal. 


In the morning, before wo had water­ 
ed the horses, he had cooked his break* 
fast and was off up the trail.-^New 
York Sun.

Valley Road Will Cause To 


Be Removed. 


ONCE HAD A FOREIGN TRADE. 


The Brands of Flour Manufactured 


by*This Mil] Are Widely Known 


and Praised. 


Several years ago (Jcorgo B. Tat man 


lu company with one or t.wu other gen- 
tlemen erected the elevator 
whieli 


now Htunds on the north side of tin 
Benton Harbor ship canal. 
The ele- 


vator was a good paying investment 
for the owners and in 1887 Mr. Talma i 
in company with George IV. 1'latl, Not 
man Sago and .John Valdenaire erected 
t-he big brick Sbuilding which stands 
next to the elevator and established 
what, was known as the Bunion Marbur 
milling company. They spared neither 
pains nor expense and put in the, best 
and latest improved machinery capable 
of turning out 210 barrels of high grade 
Hour every 21 huurs. They also put in 
a feed mill which would grind '20 tons 
of feed every ten hours. 


While the mill was under the man- 


agement of this Hrm they received 
large consignments of wheat from Du- 
luth ami other distant points which 
was shipped here on what was called a 
transit rate. 
When the wheat wits 


ground into Hour it was then consigned 
to its destination in foreign cities, 
ticnton Harbor (lour was shipped to 
Scotland and England in large quanti- 
ties during these times and the mill 
did a profitable business. 


After a few years the company was 


dissolved and the mill wan leaded to 
IVrank H. Platl for a period of two 
years. The mill was run by the new 
management for two years b'uttho busi- 
ness was not such as to warrant a new 
lease, Mr. Platt finding that the for- 
eign market was such that it could not 
receive his goods with any prolil lo the 
firm. 
He did not renew the lease of 


the mill and it laid idle fur about six 
months when .1. It. (!raves, \V. (,'. C'an- 
trell and Frank (leaves bought the 
plant and rechristened it the Fontaine 
milling company. The new company 
.•onlinuud to turn tmt, Uui Mn-eu popii- 
lar brands of flour. Gold Lace, Purilv 
and Best Patent, which had found 
favor in every housewife's heart, not 
alone in tho twin cities but all over the 
country. 
This company wits running 


the mill until the St. Joseph Valley 
railroad company bought it last week, 
und will continue to operate it for the 
Text year at which time possession will 
)e given. 
II is the expectations of the 


Fontaine milling company to erect an- 
other building and place part of the 
nachinery in it, capable of turning out 
" or UK) barrels of flour every --I hours. 
A mill turning out this amount would 
iiipply the home trade and could be 
iperated at a much smaller expense.

sliced bis bacon. Then ho yot a sheet of 
tin out of tho wagon and stood it up bt>- 
hiud tho littlo pile of utick& It helped 
to concentrate tho heat by acting as a 
reflector.

It is asserted that repeated experi- 


ments have proved, in tho transmission 
of powur, that ropes and belts, when 
well arranged, absorb almost tho same 
amount of pqwer. Some French trials in 
this line, as reported in Engiueeriug 
Mechanics, wero made, it appears, with 
a 200 horsepower engine, fitted with 
rope and belt flywheels 14% feet in di- 
ameter. Tho uteain engine had a fly- 
wheel for tho belt and uuo for tho ropaa 
Tho dynamo was driven direct off tho 
flywheel, without a counter shaft, and 
was provided with two pulleys, one for 
the bolt and ono for the ropes. Tho dy- 
namo was driven direct off the fly wheel, 
being mounted on adjusting screws, ao 
that tho tension of tho belt or ropes 
could be regulated at will. A cotton 
bolt, a leather belt, and a homogeneous 
leather belt and ropes were of standard 
quality. Experiments of a comparative 
nature wero made alternately with the 
ropes and belts, several tests each day, 
the results being aa above indicated.
